The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose a method and apparatus for rolling a workpiece with at least 
two sets of rolling rollers, the workpiece being clamped in a clamping device and rotated 
about an axis of rotation and the clamping device and rollers being respectively moved 
along the axis of rotation, wherein the roller sets have a common holder for mounting 
the at least two sets of forming rollers that take up different axial positions about the 
workpiece and the common holder is rotated about an axis which crosses the axis of 
rotation by being tiltable about a tilting axis toward and away form the axis of rotation 
during a working of the workpiece into a selectable shape.
